NO FURTHER ACTION ON 


NEBRASKA BANK LAW 


Washington —OW—Supreme court 


today refused to review its "recent 
decision sustaining the validity of 
the old Nebraska 
bank 
guaranty 
law. 


The Able and other state banks 


which challenged the validity of the 
law urged the court to permit them 
to argue orally the provisions of the 
act of March 18, 1930, which modi- 
fied the old law by providing a de- 
positors* final settlement fund. 


They said they had not expected 


the decision of the court would be 
based on the operation of the new 
law, or that the new law would be 
held to change the effect of the as- 
sessments which had caused their 
complaint 


They urged the court to permit 


them to be heard in challenging the 
constitutionality of the new law, on 
the ground that it takes assessments 
from -one class of banks to pay de- 
pqsitors in another, and deprives op- 
crating banks of assets which should 
be held for the benefit of their depos- 
itors and stockholders. 


Berkeley, Calif.'— W3)— Nicholas 


Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia university, indicated American 
politics today asserting "we have 
achieved well-nigh a miracle of un- 
representative 'government.' 


Speaking before the University of 


California on its charter 
day, Dr. 


Butler said party organization and 
responsibility had disappeared. 


"An interested, intelligent and In- 


formed electorate, which returns to 
the ideals of liberty of the country's 
fathers," is necessary, he warned to 
prevent the political organization of 
tho country from giving way to a 
new form, such as Facism or Com- 
munism.

coln, and met authors, actors and 
diplomats. One of her moat colorful 


manuscripts entitled "My Memory 
Chain," was Mt unfinished by her 
death. 


Her other works 
included Inti- 


mate stories of Mrs. Jefferson Da- 
vis, Mrs. Robert E. Lee, Julia Ward 
Howe, Louisa May Alcott and Clara 
Barton. From the time of her birth 
In Nansemond-co, Virginia, on May 
16, 1848, she heard and remembered 
Xcgro lore which she later incorpor- 
ated in several books, 
including 


"Ebil Eye" and "Jinny." 


She was an honorary president 


of the United Daughters of tho Con- 
federacy; former 
president of the 


League of American 
Pen women; 


member of the Woman's 
National 


Press association and a founder ot 
the Arts club of Washington. 


As survivors she leaves two grand- 


sons, Captain Christian Pickett and 
Lieutenant George E. Pickett, 3rd., 
both in the army, two sisters, Mrs, 
W. F. Gotten, and Mrs. W. C. Eley, 
and a brother.

Often small, innocent children arc 
also victims of their mother's or sis- 
ter's careless acts.

home dry cleaning machines,-popu- 
larly priced at between ?5 and $15.

facturer advocates and sells-a safe 
cleaning fluid for uso in these ma- 
chines, at $1.80 per gallon.

liquid is lost each time and mustj 
be replaced.

wants his liquid Ubcd, made up in 
large part of carbo.i tetra-chloride 
but it requires no grant stretch o 
imagination, to see the frugal, care 
less housekeeper turn to substitutes 
when her first supply of cleaning 
fluid, bought with the machine, is 
gone,- This substitute may-be nap 
tha or gasoline, which she can pur 
chase at home for about 20 cents a 
gallon, and the 60 cent charge, plus

One -gallon of gaso 
line propels a truck several miles, 
and when vaporized and mixed vuth 
air has substantially the same ex- 
plosive force as 83 pounds of dyna- 
mite.

PRISON RIOTS 


The riot at the Illinois penitentiary 


at Joliet is merely additional proof that 
the problem involved in directing and 
controlling the activities of a large 
number of criminals, confined within 
' one compound, is no child's play. 


During the past twelve months there 


have been a long*series of prison riots 
extending from Kansas and Colorado 
to New York and Rhode Island. Our 


j prisons are overcrowded. New laws— 


prohibition, for e x a m p l e — have 
brought new offenses resulting in a 
large increase in convictions. On the 
night of the big fire at the Ohio state 
penitentiary there were 4,300 men con- 
fined: in space"-originally designed for 
1;500. Here an incendiary plot to cre- 
ate an opportunity to- escape cpst the 
lives of 318 convicts. 


The evils of overcrowing are ap- 


parent Facilities are overtaxed, tem- 
•pers are strained and opportunitiesvfor 
insubordination are-multiplied. Wher- 
ever there are prisons there are prison- 
ers plotting to escape. 


Every prison warden knows that he 


sits astride a volcano. While many - 
criminals are amenable to njles and 
regulations, there are also those who 
have become bitterly antagonistic to- 
ward all law and Border, and the pent- 
up emotions of men of this character 
will cause.them.to accept the slightest 
opportunity to start trouble. 


It takes an extraordinary leader and 


an unusual and efficient organization 


- -under him'to-reguiate the safety-valves 


of a penitentiary. Th'e problem of con- 
trol becomes increasingly difficult if 
there is not complete harmony and co- 
operation among prison officials and 
guards. Press reports of the situation 
at Joliet disclose that the prison chap- 
lain had criticized the prison authori- 
ties by making the statement that what 
the prison needed was..a good riot 
Such insubordination would serve on- 
ly to add dynamite to embers already 
glowing with the ever present discon- 
tent of men under .confinement 


There can be no maudlin sentiment 


in the handling of criminals. It is no 
job for the simple-minded reformer 
who blames everything on a malevo- 


lent social condition. It is of prime 
importance that cpnvicts be controlled 
and disciplined. They are there as 
puriishment for infractions of society's 
laws, and they are getting their de- 
serts. There may be graft, favoritism 
and unnecessary cruelty on the part 
of the prison staff, but a situation of 
this kind should be watched for with 
gimlet eyes by state officials. 


Prison management is a highly tech- 


nical business. It should have the ser- 
vice of men trained and educated for 
the purpose. It adds greatly to the 
complexities of the job that prison 
capacity and means for keeping pri- 
soners employed and their minds oc- 
cupied have not kept pace with the 
increasing number of criminals. This 
social problem will always be with us 
and above all things it must be met 
firmly.

in the principal of their Investment. 
There would have been times when 
their preferred stocks wou'd have 
sold much below the purchase pric- 
es, especially i£ they had been tak- 
en as new issues in the last few 
years and brought out in a a major- 
ity of cases around par.

He is likely to talk about 
everything under the sun when he 
does start. It is the part of wisdom 
here to sit still and use the ears. 
Everything1 that a child sees, every- 
thing that his mind touches, is ex- 
pressed through his actions, 
his 


words, la bearing, colored by what 
we call his personality. 


One child sees a bird on the flow- 


ering shrub and stands at gaze, re- 
verent, thrilled, elated. Another child 
sees the same bird and instantly 
throws a stone at it. The person- 
ality of each colored his conduct. 
When the children tell their moth- 
ers about what they saw the two 
stories will differ as widely as the 
two actions, each colored again by 
the personality through which it was 
delivered. 


There Is much hidden from teach- 


ers and mothers. They cannot see 
all that children do. They cannot 
hear all they say. 
Soon the young 


ones screen their personalities with 
all sorts of disguises, words, actions, 
poses, attitudes—all intended to hide 
the child- that they are and to pre- 
sent the child you are supposed to 
admire. Now if your admiration is 
extended to a fine child, the person- 
ality will bend every effort toward 
being -that child. Sometimes child- 
ish judgment errs on what Is ad- 
mirable and bids for your approval 
with the wrong gesture. How is one 
to know? To he sure? Listen. Listen 
with sincerity, with hope, with hon- 
estly. 


It is easy to deceive oneself about 


what a child- says and hear only 
what one wants to hear. It is easy 
to pretend. Easy to make the wish 
father the decision. Listening with 
sincerity is not easy. Listening with- 
out crying out, without criticism, 
without shock, Is possible, but not 
easy. Yet one must master the art of 
listening If one is to deal wisely with 
children.

of fear in the braggart.

you can hear power In the shy story 
of effort. Listen so that you can 
detect the voice of self-justification 
In the story of a decision rendered 
selfishly.

Earl Fraser Appears Be- 


fore Federal Board of Ap- 
peals

ton veteran of the World War, is 
here to appear before the board of 
appeals of the Veterans' Administra- 
tion in an effort to get complete 
compensation for disabilities result- 
Ing from his war service. 


Hep. George J. Schneider of Apple- 


ton has been trying for some'years 
to get approval of his claim. 
He 


contracted eczema during the war, 
and it was not recognized as 
nccted with his service until 
Since that time he has been getting 
25 per cent disability compensation, 
which brings him $24 a month. 


He was treated for his trouble at 


various government hospitals from 
1920 
to 1922. but finally was told 


that they could no longer hospitalize 
him for this disability. He went to 
the Mayo clinic at Rochester, Minn., 
at his own expense, for treatments. 
When he could no longer afford to 
remain there, he returned home and 
continued X-ray treatments under 
the care of a reputable physician 
there. Tho X-ray treatments burned 
his hands, however, and one hand Is 
very badly crippled as a result. 


The Veterans' administration 
re- 


fused to' connect these burns with 
his service, although they now ad- 
mit without any further evidence, 
that the original trouble was con- 
nected with his service and that they 
had refused to hospitalize him for a 
service-connected disability, with the 
result that other treatments caused 
tho burns. 


With the aid of the congressman, 


he is seeking more adequate com- 
pensation.

They attribute the loss of 
income on the part of the railroads 
In large part to motor car and other 
competitive forms of transportation.

reports as to their 
financial and 


trade condition. It is an ideal mar- 
ket for the nimble in-andi>ut trader 
but the long range speculator Is still 
uncertain as to what is the most 
profitable course to pursue.

Gentlemen:— On a number occasions my views have 
been solicited on a talked of change for Highway 53 be- 
tween Freedom and Seymour. On these occasions I be- 
lieve I have expressed my opinion as favoring the re- 
routing of 55 North from Freedom over County Trunk Y 
to an Intersection with Highway 54. thence overlapping 
on 54 to Seymour. Such a. relocation would reduce thc 
traveling distance about one-half mile and reduce the 
number of right angle turns from six to one. This lat- 
tefr assumption is made on the basis of installing a 5 de- 
gree curve at the Intersection of "Y" and 54 where there 
are no obstructions to the installation of such a connec- 
tion.

soil testing: and In complete soil sur- 
veys of farms conducted by the ex- 
tension service of the college of 
agriculture. Thousands of soil sam- 
ples have Been tested for farmers by 
County Agent G. A. Sell and C. J. 
Chapman, of the soils department of 
the college* of Agriculture. Soil test- 
ing is fundamental in economical ntr- 
riculture, it is said-by those who 
know, as «t substitutes certainty for 
uncertainty in the use of fertilizers 
and the selection of the crop that 
will do the best on a field. Frequent 
cases have been reported to the ef- 
fect that farmers who have had 
their soils tested after they have 
gone to great expense in the. pur- 
chase of lime discovered too late that 
their soil did not need lime but need- 
ed phosphate and that they plant- 
ed alfalfa in a field where alfalfa 
could not grow. 


Hundreds of farmers of Outaga- 


mie-co. have not only had their soils 
tested but they have been advised 
about *he best crops to ^row on the 
fields and what fertilizers to use.
